Originally when the Labor Day Festival was in- 
augurated several years ago to raise funds for a new 
Youth Center, it was envisioned that it would be a 
building for the exclusive use of teenagers to re- 
place the delapidated Drop Inn. It was an excellent 
idea. However, at that time the city owned a com- 
munity building (Center School), and it was quite 
adequate for adult and other general recreational 
activities. Unfortunately, our city fathers--probab- 
ly justifiably--decided that the city could not afford 
the new municipal buildings it urgently needed unless 
the community building was sold to the county. This 
was done, and it became strictly a school building,

Elizabeth B, Hage, director. 
‘The show, which consists of oil, 
water color and pastel paintings, 
pen and ink drawings, ceramics 
and fabrics, has been divided up 
and is on exhibit in these 
branches: ~.Greenbelt, College 
Park, Hyattsville and Suitland. 

Each branch will havea chance 
to display the entire show as 
exhibits are rotated by the League 
every three weeks. Herbert 
Appleton, member of the board 
of directors of the League for 
Arts and Crafts and spokesman 
for the group, said there were25 
artist members in the non- 
profit, incorporated organiza- 
tion, formed about a year ago. 

‘It is our aim tomakeart more 
meaningful in every day life and to 
this end we have been holding 
shows and carrying on workshops 
even though we have no central 
headquarters,’’ said Mr. Ap- 
pleton. 

‘*We’d like a place but we are 
not waiting forit,’’ headded. ‘‘We 
are a working group and many 
of our members teach at the 
university or in the _ public 
schools. We hold a monthly pro- 
gram open to the public on some 
phase of art,’’ he said. 


Recently the executive board of 
the League voted to sponsor an 
art contest among its members 
in. connection with National 
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but funds were then available for at least a new fire 


department and rescue squad building and a recrea- 
tion building, 


Although it must have been obvious that the build- . 
ing would now have to serve the entire community 
and could not be simply a replacement for the teen- 
age Drop Inn, this was never made clear by the city 
council. As aresult, the new building continued to 
be called the Youth Center. One important point, 
which has been lost sight of, is that a Youth Center 
would never have been designed as elaborately as 


\the present structure. No city of our size could af- 


ford such a building, including the magnificent roller 
skating rink, as a special teenage paradise, and the 
Youth Center Advisory Board would never have been 
able to raise even a third of the nearly $140,000 for 
the construction of such a building. 


Now what about the Labor Day Festival funds and 
the Youth Center Advisory Board which has unques- 
tionably worked very hard and very long to get a de- 
cent Youth Centerfor teenagers. It seems.to us that 
there is no problem here since we have always as- 
sumed-~-and have stated repeatedly in print--that the 
building will be used'mostly by the teenagers. Af the 
same time, the buildings must be administered by 
the‘city in the person of Recreation Director Warren 
Leddick who will have his office in the building. 


On the other hand, it is clearly practical to dele- 
gate to the Youth Board the responsibility for plan- 


ning all teenage activities in the building, including 
the predominant (but by no means exclusive) use of 
the skating rink-auditorium. The Festival funds 
could be used by the Youth Board to buy special 
equipment for exclusive use of teenagers (with their 
own lockers, if needed) and to stage special events, 
which the city could not normally afford. 


This seems to us to be an equitable arrangement, 
withthe Youth Board gaining major use of a building 
that is far beyond anything the Board dreamed about 
in the old Drop Inn days. Under these circumstances, 
it seems appropriate that the building should be given 
amore encompassing, less restrictive name, than 
Youth Center -- a name more in keeping with the 
broadened scope of activities that it will house -- 
such as Greenbelt Recreation Center or Greenbelt 
Activities Building. 


Whatever name is finally selected, it should be the 
responsibility of the city to make clear in its ordi- 
nances and public literature that the building, while 
giving youth activities priority, will be open to other 
civic and non-profit recreational organizations wht
